The answer is that at this same 
luncheon, the Dies Committee was itself 
praised by one of the big-shot fascist guests 
for its “magnificent work” in aid of the Mose- 
leys and in behalf of just such fascist gath- 
erings as was then taking place. A day later, 
M. D. Griffith, executive vice-president and 
official spokesman of the Board of Trade, 
readily admitted, as nonchalantly as taking 
a glass of water, that Moseley’s treasonous 
outbursts against the nation “reflected the 
feelings” of Board of Trede members. The 
Board knew perfectly well what it was doing 
in inviting Moseley, for its President Percy 
Magnus is on record to smash the Wagner 
Act, to destroy New Deal democracy and 
above all, for the juiciest compliments to the 
Dies Committee. Sponsorship of incitements 
to violence is old stuff for the Board of Trade, 
which recently backed the fascist “Paul 
Revere” march on Washington, 


Then there is the case of Father Cough- 
lin, a notorious fascist, who makes a business 
of inciting violence against Jewish Ameri- 
cans, in open violation of the constitutional 
guarantees of religious freedom which are a 
bedrock of American democracy. Coughlin 
brazenly admits that his fascist propaganda 
comes from Hitler—the high lord of force, 
violence, murder and barbarism. And again 
where is the Dies Committee? It is being 


heiled in the same breath with Coughlin, and 


his fascist backers—as at a meeting in New 
York two days ago. All of which can mean 
but one thing: the forthcoming Congress 
must investigate the Dies Committee itself 
and find out its connections with the Mose- 
leys, the un-American Board of Trade, and 
the fascist Coughlins.

Collective Bargaining 
In Danger 


When the Executive Council opened an 
attack upon the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
at the A. F. of L. convention at Houston, 
there was an immediate outcry from many 
of the delegates. 


These delegates knew how the member- 
ship back home felt about the gains which 
the Federation itself had made through this 
vital piece of legislation. They knew too that 
several state conventions of the Federation, 
including the important one of Illinois, had 
gone on record against any changes in the 
Act. 


The climax came when President Tobin 
of the Brotherhood of Teamsters warned 
that so long as the labor movement was split, 
the Federation would be making some com- 
plaint against the N.L.R.B. The solution, he 
declared, lay in uniting labor; for any amend- 
ment to the Wagner Act would only dyna- 
mite the dam and permit a deluge of reac- 
tionary amendments designed to sweep away 
the Act and collective bargaining altogether. 


In the face of the sound position taken 
by Tobin and other delegates, William Green 
tried to maintain that it was possible for the 
Federation to sponsor its own amendments 
while opposing the amendments of the open- 
shoppers. But the impossibility of attacking 
the Wagner Act from any angle without aid- 
ing its avowed foes, is now clearly seen when 
Green and the president of the Chamber of 
Commerce speak together at a dinner in

“U. S. CHAMBER HEAD AND GREEN 
URGE LABOR ACT CHANGES.” 

Through a single speech of Green’s, the 
enemies of collective bargaining are trying 
to buttress their position with the prestige 
of the 3,000,000 members of the A. F. of L. 


It should be clear to every Federation 


member that if such a course is permitted 


to go unchecked, it may mean a terrific set- 
back for collective bargaining at the coming 
session of Congress. A. F. of L. members 
have the self-same stake in the Wagner Act 
as has the CIO. Together with the CIO, the 
members of the Federation should impress 
every Congressman with the clear-cut de- 
mand:

nicipal positions. Union men have 
topped the aldermanic polls, as in 
the case of the rich gold-mining 
districts. In Kirkland Lake, Tom 


Church, board member of the Inter- 
national Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers was placed into 
office by a record-breaking vote of 
the miners and their families. In 
Timmins three labor aldermen were 
elected and in the Tidsdale one. The 
victories in the mining areas illus- 
trates similar happenings in other 
Northern settlements. 

In Winnipeg, the main city of the 
middie west, 434 votes stood be- 
tween a reactionary and a labor 
majority on the council. John Mc- 
Neil, Communist candidate there, 
missed election by that margin of 
votes. As it was, the Communist 
Party elected another alderman, 
bringing its total to three, and 
played a big part in retaining the 
seat of the labor mayor, John 
Queen. 

In Regina, the heart of the 
drouth area on the prairies, the 
labor progressive city council was 
returned and increased its labor- 
progressive majority. In Calgary, 
Alberta, a great break through was 
registered with the election of the 
Communist secretary, Pat Lenihan, 
to the city council, and the piling 
up of huge votes through the joint 
work of Labor Social Credit and 
Communist forces. 

In Vancouver on Wednesday of 
this week, the first labor mayor in 
the history of the Pacific Coast 
city was elected in the person of Dr. 
Lyle Telford. 

Toronto, which goes to the polls 
on January 2nd is now in the throes 


of a vigorous struggle between labor- 
progressive forces and those of 
civic reaction—which is but a local

I am again nominated as a can- 
didate for the Board of Control, 
which is the city executive of four 
members leading the work of the 
council and preparing the budget. 
Last year I polled 44,148 votes and 
missed election by only 261 votes. 
This year our slogan is “Make Sure 
This Time.” The campaign is 
centering around a lower tax rate 
for 1939, and civic democracy which 
is being sharply infringed (4000 
working class citizens have just been 
disfranchised by a judicial ruling). 
With me are running for reelection 
Ald. Stewart Smith and Ald. J. B. 
Salsberg, whose splendid work on 
the council and that of our labor 
school trustees has become the talk 
of city politics. 

This great upsurge of democratic 
feeling in the municipal field is a 
most significant thing when it is 
considered that the federal election 
will probably take place next year 
and, more particularly, that a bitter 
fight has just been brought into the 
open which threatens to split the 
Liberal Party. 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
and his cabinet have publicly pil- 
loried “Liberal” Premier Hepburn of 
Ontario for his “unnatural alliance” 
with the Tory Premier Duplessis of 
Quebec, an which aims to 
prevent com of the unifica- 
tion of Canada and to blockade any 
measures for national recovery.
